> Certainly, theſe zealous enemies are more dan- 


gerous to the poore Cirizens than the other, for as 
Cyprian ſaith, Facitior cautiooft, obi manifeſtior formi- 
do eſt; where the danger is more maniteſt,apparant, 
and expoſedto our view, there to avoide it is:n0 
difficult matter, and therefore the Citizens of this 
belicged Hieraſalem had need of circumſpe& proui- 
dence, as well to reſiſt the one, as to ſuppreſle the 
other, Hay not whatdireQionsthe Apoſtle, almoſt 
throughout this whole Epiſtle, hath ginen ro the

| tis ingenique Largtitor enter, their belly teacheth 


chem their skill, and beſtowes their wit vpon them. 
See here the meaning of that place,they cauſe not 
Deuiſions and offences, contrary to the doarine of 


- the Goſpell, for any care or conſcienceto ſerne God, 


but to ſerue their belly, in acquiring the things of 
this life. And this is an eſpeciall marke of infamie, 
with which they are alwayes branded in the Scrip- 
fures. Paul to T;tus ſaith, that they teach things which 
they ought not, for filthy lucres ſake, The Apoltle' Peter 
ſaith, through couetouſneſſe, ſhall they with feigned 
words, nuke merchandize of you. And the'ApoRtlt1ude 
ſairb, that they runnz greedily, after the errour of Bas 
laam for reward. 

This being their aime,we need not ſecke the cauſe, 
why thoſe of the Reiſs Church, 10 obftinare 
maintainetheir maſſes, Indulgencies, Pardons, an 
ſuchlike Satanicall ſigments, for ( becauſethey are 
ſeparated from the Congregation of the Lerd) it 
cannot

cannot bee, buttheir ſtudieis to ſerue their belly, 
Againe, this being their aine, wee need not wonder 
ifinthis flouriſhing Church ot Exglazd, and as it

bring, if that I tell you, thar it is poſſible there may 
| be couctous men among vs? For, the loue of money t Tim.6,ts,

they haut erred from the faith, aud pierced themſclues 
through with many ſorrowes. 

Now becauſe theſe Leopards doe hide their 
clawes, and ſometimes vnder the profeſſion of vo- 
Mntary pouertie doe practice couetouſneſle, the A. 
poſtle will therefore ſh-w.you wherein they hide 
them, leſt becauſe you ſee them not,you way thinke 
them to have none : and ſolike children, play too 
familiarly with them, not finding our their priuate 
end, the ur belly.

Now becaulc it is true,that falſe Prophets ſhall core 
zu ſhee pes cloathing, to deceine, theretore it doth fol- 
low, that. they ſhall bring. nothing more than the 
Scripture:in their mouthes, which they haue wre- 
ſed to their owne damnation. A thing which the 
diucil himſelfe hath: taught them, who when hee 
tempted our Satfiour Chrift in the Wilderneſle, 
could yetcite the Scripture tohis purpole. If thou 
be th: Sonne of God, cait thy ſelfje downe, for-it is writ- 
ten, hee ſhall geue his Angells charge concerning thee, 
and ia their hands they ſpall beare thee wp, leaſt at any 
tizze thou daſh thy foite a0amſt 4 ſtone, Thele are thoſe 
good words the Apoſtle ſpeaketh of, with which 
the mouthes of all thoſe that cauſe deuiſions are 
ſtufft, Adepiare enpientes ea, que bene diita ſunt, js 
que male adjnventa ſunt ab ipſis, Striving to fit thoſe 
things which in the Scriptures are wellſpoken, ( ac- 
cording as there they are ſpoken, ) to what they: 
themſelues have mil.tnuented. 

With theſe: good wordsſo ill implyed, will the 
Yalentimians goe abourto eſtabliſh their zo, couple 
of Gods. and Goddeſles : The Marnichees their duos 
Principia, or brace of gods : the Arians to denie tho 
true diuinitie of Chrift; the FapiftstheirPurgatorie, 
their Traoſubſtantiation, and all-the parts af rheic

Maſſe: and euery new deuiſer his owne brair-ſicke 

Fopperics : therefore as good coyners are notwont 
haſtily to receiue, and to approue of euery peece of 
gold, but will firft trie it, and proue it by the couch. 
fione ( eſpecially if it bean vaknowne coyne.) So 
if any man bring vnto vs anynewes in matters of re- 
ligion, and willthruſt it vpon vs for gold, in the 
name of the Scripture, as good coyners wee muſt 
bring it to the Scripture, and compare Scripture 
with Scripture, that ſo wee may iudictouſly diſcerne 
and ſce Quis nummws probes fit, quis adulter, which 
is good coyne, which 1s Copper. And the reaſon is, 
becauſc it is the praftice of- thoſe that ſerue their 
belly, to-come with good words, euen with the 
moſt bleſſed words of the Scripturein their 
mouthes, like as the Xien4 is wont to counterfeir a 
mans voyce to obtaine his prey, 

( Faire ſpeeches.) I referre to their moralitie, by 
which they ftriue to be compleate every way. For it 
is the condition of an hypocrite, to counterfeit ver- 
true; for Hypocriſie it ſelfe as Chry/ologws in one of 


his Sermons obſerueth, is a:irtutum facus, the falſe cbrſolg.Serq. 


painting or —_— of vertue; thereforc muſt 
they come with faire language and vertuous ſpee- 
ches, that they may with more eaſe bee received. It 
istrue, that their end is their belly, yet doe their 
outward aRions, beare ſuch a ſhew of holineſſe and 
charitie, that ( ro our ſhame it way bee ſpoken) ro 
the fight of the world they exceed vs farre, And 
hence it is that ſo many Churches, Temples, 'Ora- 
torics, Colledges; Schooles of learning,Hoſpitalls, 
Almes-houſes, and other monuments of all ſorts,

Redcuen in the daycs of blindeneſſe : ro lay the 
truth, we ſcarce repaire and vphold thoſe moft ne.

in the time that they dranke of tae waters of Baby- 
lon, haue ereRed ro our hands, Wee muſt not bel 
thedeuill: you ſhall ſee more almes-deeds of all 
ſorts done by the hands of Papiſfts: more ſtrineſle, 
and reformation of life and manners, among Brow- 
miſts, and Anabaptiſts ; morereligious obſcruation of 
oathes and promiſes among the Tarkes themſclyes, 
than among the Formalzſts of our profeſſion. 

Itis true, we cannot ſay theſe men to be vertuons, 
notwithſtanding theſe great workes, for becauſe 
their good deeds are direted toa wrong end, they 
are but Ymbre & [imulachra virtutum,the ſhadowes, 
pifures, and counterfeites of vertues, and as one of 
the Fathers faith, ut wagne wires, & cur[ws celerri. 
21 preter viam; like to great ſtrength, and cxcee- 
ding ſwift running when a man is out of the way, 
becaufe they proceed not from the true faith, wh- 
out which it is impoſfſuble to pleaſe God. Yet is it to bee 
feared, that our high calling in Chriſt Ieſus, doth 
hence recetue a moſt bloody ſtabbe, for that the ge- 
nera'l ſort among vs, want thoſe faire ſpeeches, and 
that morality of life,of which our Aduerſaries brag, 
and with which they doe deceive. Want it did I 

ſay ? nay, aboundin the contrary; the Bribery of 
Courtiers, the looſeneſle of Cleargie men, the infi- 
delitie of Lawyers, the prodigalitie of Gentlemen, 
the deformed pride of Ladyes, the poling avarici- 
onſneſſe of Citizgns, and in this-land of ours,

ing finnes of Sodom and Gomorah, (ball beare mee 
witneſle, 

Therefore as the third perſecution of the Empe- 
rour 7 r4axe, raiſed againſt the Church of 'chrif, 
was counted greaterthan the two former, moued 
Nero and Domitien, vpon this reaſon, that contempt 
and ſhame was added to their afliions; for it was 
no great diſhonourto be hated by Ners and Domd- 
tian, wicked men, and haters of righteouſneſſe, bur 
to be hated and perſecuted by Traiane, a man ac- 
counted a patterne of vpright dealing, this was a 
great rebuke. Inlike manner, if in the, eyes of the 
world they live more ſyncerely than a great many of 
vs,and ſeeme to make conſcience of their wayes 
(which is incidenteo all deceiuers.) they ſhall with 

'their good words, and faire ſpeches, prevaile ( with 
lefleexception againſt them) to pull downe the 
4 eruch, than we to ſerit vp: and like as the filh are 
carried inthe pleaſant ſtreames of Jordan, ſporting

T here is a two-fold metaphoricall fiwplicitic,the 
one is oppoſed to learning, knowledge, and good 
manners : & hence it is that rude,barbarous,ruſtick, 
illiterate, and mannerleſſe people, in the Scripture 
hauethe name of ſimple men. How long yee [imple 
ones, will yee loue ſimplicitie? the other 1s oppoſed 
to craft, guile, fraud, iniuſtice, oppreſſion, and ſuch 
like vices. And hence it is that plaine dealing men, 
voide of fraudand deceipt, Maſters of their words, 
morall honeft men, in the ſight and appearance of 
the world, ate called ſimple men. So ſhall you reade 
that E/as was 4cunning hunter, man of the field : and 
Iacob was a plaine man dwelling intents : or ( as Illyri. - 
cxsand others tranſlate) « ſimple man , dwelling in 
tents : In like manner, St, Paw! ſaith in this ſame 
chapter,! would hane you wiſe onto that which is good, 
and ſimple concerning exill, 

Now, theſe ſecond fort of ſimple ones are of two 
ſorts, Regenerate, or vnregenerate; the Regenerate 
may fora time, as it ſhall pleaſe God to tric - and 
proue them, be ſeparated from the Church ; yea, in 
time of perſecution, they may deny that bleſſed 
name by which they are redeemed, as Ferer did, but 
they ſhall nog die in their ſeparation, for there & 10

For if we proceed not againſt them, by that lawtuil 

power which God and the King hath giuen vs,or if 
we will not doe ſo much as to audide them, it can- 

not be denyed, butthat we haue them. 

Laſtly, letme ſpeake a few words in the cares of 
the people; and becauſe they are of two ſorts, cither 
thoſe whole hearts are deceived by good words, 
and faire ſpeeches, or thoſe pillars of the ſonnes'ot 
Serh,againft whom the flouds of Bel;afl,which haue 
cuen ouer-flowen the world, like the great and ge- 
nerall Deluge, haue not prevailed, 

Let me firſt dire& my ſpeech vnto thoſe that are 
fallen ( whom will not terrifie with the greatneſſe 
of thcir fall,by pointing vpward trom whence they 
fell, and downeward to let them ſee whither they 
are fallen ) I beſeech them to looke on our Chriſti. 
an charitie, who doe not eſteeme them tobe Here- 
tickes or Schiſmatickes, but doe denie them fo to 
be, vnleſſe with obſtinate mindes, they will defend 
and maintaine their dangerous concelpts. 

My counſell vnto ſuch therefore is, that they will 
reſort toour Sermons and LeQures, where they may 
heare the reaſons giuen'in publique, for the faith 
which weprofeſle; and it joyntiy with this they 
will follow Chrz/t his counſell, ſearching the Scrip« 
tures, adding inſtant prayer vnto'God, that hee 
would 
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would bepleaſed to reueale vnto them the myſte- 
ries thereof, they ſhall doe wellz andI doubt nor 
bur they will returne againe into the boſome of our 
Church, to bee ingratted as naturall branches into 
the true Olive, from which for atimethey haue becn 
cut off, and: weeſhall reioyce exceedingly that they 
are come againe; yea, the Angells of God itrheauen, 
ſhallioy for cheir conuerlion, |

ence muſt be. giuen to the faith. Therefore let them 
cleaue cloſe vnto it,and nor ſuffer themſelues in any 
ſorttobeſeduced.

Let themexpouud the Scriptures according 
to the proportion of faith. For if they meete not in 
all places with the naturall ſenſe,and the dire mea-
